7. (Original) A method for screening for ligands for CRF receptors, which method 
comprises: a) carrying out a competitive binding assay with a CRF receptor, a compound of any 
one of claims 1 to 3,' which is labeled with a detectable label, and a candidate ligand; and b) 
determining the ability of said candidate ligand to displace said labeled compound. 

8. (Original) A method for detecting CRF receptors in tissue comprising: a) contacting a 
compound of any one of claims 1 to 3, which is labeled with a detectable label, with a tissue, 
under conditions that permit binding of the compound to the tissue; and b) detecting the labeled 
compound bound to the tissue. 

9. (Original) A method of inhibiting the binding of CRF to a CRFi receptor, comprising 
contacting a compound of any one of claims 1 to 3, with cells expressing the CRFi receptor, 
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wherein the compound is present in the solution at a concentration sufficient to inhibit the binding 
of CRF to the CRFi receptor. 

10. (Original) The nnethod of claim 9, wherein the cells are IMR32 cells.
